Abbas Saad comes of age 


ABBAS Saad, Syd- 
ney Olympic’s Top 
Five Series hero, 
has rapidly de- 
veloped into a high 
class player. 

This dynamic striker 
migrated to Australia 
with his parents from 
Lebanon at the age of 
nine. 

He has now left Syd- 
ney for Singapore until 
October together with 
his team mate Alistair 
Edwards, to play full- 
time soccer in the new 
Malaysian League. 

Sydney Olympic will 
receive a $15,000 fee 
from Singapore for 
loaning out the two 
strikers. 

As a youngster Saad 
was unsettled. 

But today he is a 
most valuable striker 
with a big future wait- 
ing for him. 

No greater perform- 
ances were seen during 
the Top Five Series 
than the ones turned in 
by him week after 
week, 

Over the season he 
ended up as Sydney 
Olympic’s top scorer 
with 12 goals, 

But that was not 
what has made him a 
such a valuable player. 

The improvement 
made by this 22 year 
old match winner is in- 
credible, 

He now shows heaps 
of intelligence, his 
skills have sharpened, 
and above all, he is 
most concerned about 
general team play. 

His constructive atti- 
tude brought three 
goals for his team in 


the Top Five Series, 

Against Adelaide 
City he was magnifi- 
cent, setting up 
chances left and right. 

When Olympic 
wiped out highly fan- 
cied South Melbourne 
from the play offs 1-0, 
it was Saad who was 
the architect. 


He slid a lovely ball 
to Steve Refenes for a 
clear shot at goal 
which opposing 
goalkeeper Bruce 
McLaren couldn't 
hold. Edwards was on 
the spot to slam in the 
rebound. 

The week before the 
grand final, Melbou- 
tne Croatia was fight- 
ing Sydney Olympic 
for a grand final place. 

And Saad was 
the star again. 

He defended strong- 
ly, and although dead 
tired and hurt by heavy 
tackles from Croatia's 
right full-back Andy 
Marth, he plucked up 
the energy to break 
away on a 45 metre 
raid to score a fabulous 
goal to lift Olympic 
into the big game. 

Then Saad was at it 
again, helping destroy 
Marconi, attacking 
and defending as if his 
life was at stake. 

What has changed 
him so much? 

Saad said: “I would 
say that coach Mickey 
Hickman has had a lot 
to do with it. 

“He is my second 
father. 

“I first met him at 
Sydney City. 

“He is honest and 
always understands 
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and helps players. You 
can trust him and that 
is why we all respect 
him. 


" “I have been with 
him now for eight 
years. 


“As well, I have 


grown up a little, and 
feel much more re- 
sponsible in my game. 
“Although I am 22, 
the Sydney Olympic 
team is very young and 
only Clint Gosling, 
Gary Phillips and 


Grant Lee are older 
and more experienced 
than me.” 


Certainly Sydney 
Olympic will welcome 
him back, and he is a 
Socceroo chance as 
well. 


Constantine pushes reform barrow 


NEWLY elected 
Australian’ Soccer 
Federation cha 
man John Con- 
stantine gave de- 
liberate signs that 
he was prepared 
to fully support 
Australianising 
soccer when he 
appeared on SBS- 


TV's ‘Face the 
Press’’ last 
Wednesday. 


By ‘‘Australianis- 
ing’ it is meant that 
gradually Australians 
of every background, 
racial origin and so on 
be given full access to 
the sport as players, 
administrators or 
whatever, if they wish 
or can be called upon 
to do so, 

The session was 
chaired by the gent- 
lemanly Paolo Totaro, 
with the 'Australian’ 
columnist Jeff Wells 
and SBS sports presen- 
ter Les Murray on the 
panel. 

At the outset it was 
stated that NSL vice- 
chairman Tony Lab- 
bozzetta had stated 
that he expected that 
most of the Bradley 
Report proposals 
would be accepted. 

Mr Constantine be- 
gan: “The ASF has 
been conducted in an 
administrative 
vacuum. 

“There is no infras- 
tructure, there is a 
Federal setup with

power held in the 
states, and meetings 
are difficult to call. 

“Dr Bradley has 
given us the machinery 
with which to act. 

“Over the 15 years I 
have been involved in 
the game, if ever the 
time was right for 
changing it is now.” 

He instanced the 
42,000 crowd at Aus- 
tralia. Israel at the 
Sydney Football Sta- 
dium, with the obvious 
message that if people 
of all ethnic bases are 
invited in, then the 
chances of bigger clubs 
and bigger crowds is 
there. 

Mr Constantine ex- 
pects to have commis- 
sioners in charge with 
Proper constitutional 
standing, the sug- 
gested change to the 
voting structure im- 
plemented, and junior 
representatives to have 
a say at appropriate 
levels. 

“I have no worries 
over a personal power 
base,” he added, 

That may well be, 
but given the badly 
needed reform to the

tine to see if he would 
be prepared to take up 
the role of Chief Ex- 
ecutive Officer and 
carry on where Brad- 
ley may have to leave 
off. 
Jeff Wells raised the 
question as to why dis- 
trict names should not 
prevail as an earnest of 
what is intended for all 
people of all districts. 

Whether having 
“Fairfield Marconi” or 
“Liverpool Croatia” 
helps remains to be 
seen — much, much 
more will have to be 
done over time. 

Obviously Bradley 
— and his advisers — 
want to build on the 
present club bases. 

There are all sorts of 
problems. For exam- 
ple Australian cham- 
pions Sydney Olympic 
have to get past the 
Deputy Commissioner 
of Taxation and their 
creditors, and then 
have to be completely 
reorganised for 1991/ 
92, with a new struc- 
ture and many changes 
to its present board. 

It is a tremendous 
challenge for their able 
president, George Pas- 
chalis. 


Mr Constantine 
maintained that there 
were in fact very few 
troublemaking club 
supporters who were 
giving the game a bad 
name. 

He defended the 
need to move the NSL 
to ABC TV for wider 
support, and looked to 
the day when the sport 
would also be picked 
up by commercial TV. 

Not surprisingly a 
few tuppeny-halfpenny 
issues were raised. 
Overall the panel dis- 
cussion certainly went 
a little further down 
the line of vital public 
discussion of the long- 
awaited reforms.

Big bucks involved 
in the World Cup 


WINNING the World Cup means more than team pride. Bonuses from national soccer 
federations and shares of sponsorship contracts could total as much as $355,000 for each 


player from countries such as Italy. 


Bonuses paid by the 
individual soccer 
federations have soared 
over the last decade, but 
money from other 
sources such as sponsor- 
ship deals and movie 
contracts have inflated 
the amounts even more. 

Each of Italy's 22 
players reportedly 
earned $263,000 for 
winning the 1982 World 
Cup in Spain, while 
Argentina's players 
earned about $38,000 
apiece for winning the 
1986 World Cup in 
Mexico, 

The Italians, whose 
federation is one of the 
richest in the world, re- 
portedly will receive up 
to $355,000 if they win 
this year's tournament. 

That is above any in- 
dividual endorsement 
contracts players sign 
after the tournament, 
such as Italy's 1982 
World Cup hero Paolo 
Rossi, who signed a $2.5 
million endorsement 
deal after the champion- 
ship. 

Press reports in Eng- 
land say the British 
players are expected to 
receive $130,000 each if 
they win the trophy and 
half of that if they get to 
the semifinal. 


Guarantee 
In West Germany, 
each player is guaran- 
teed $96,000 from their 


federation for a victory 


in the final, 

Players also get a 
share of sponsorship 
deals and are assured 
another $31,000 apiece 
even before they arrive 
in Italy.

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Vulture set 
to swoop

REAL Madrid's prac- 
tice has been over 
for hours and nearly 
all the soccer stars 
have gone home. But 
the kids patiently 
ringing the club- 
house parking lots 
are staying put until 
they see their hero. 

Inside, Emilio Butra- 
gueno prepares for the 
daily walk to his car. 
Luckily for Spain’s 
World Cup team, the 
26-year-old striker’ slips 
defenders better than he 
does fans. 

As he moves briskly 
toward his red hatch- 
back, the teenagers 
duck the flimsy barriers. 
A few metres from the 
clubhouse, he is sur- 
rounded. 

With 20 goals in 48 
international matches, 
Butragueno is one of 
the national squad's 
most experienced play- 
ers and a key to its sue- 
cess in Italy, where its 
first round opponents 
are Uruguay, Belgium 
and South Korea, 

Butragueno, nick- 
named ‘‘El Buitre’’ 
(Vulture), is a dogged 
competitor capable of 
dazzling moves that 
seem divinely inspired 
— and are highly in- 
spirational to his team- 
mates. 

If Spain is to improve 
on its seventh place 
showing in Mexico four 
years ago, coach Luis 
Suarez will need strong 
performances from But- 
ragueno and the two 
other 1986 holdovers, 
playmaker Jose Michel 
Gonzalez and goalie 
Andoni Zubizarreta 

“Those of.us who 
were the youngsters 
then are now the veter- 
ans. This team is much 
younger but we hope to 
have a good Cup,” But- 
ragueno said. 

“Last time we had 
some 30-year-olds. This 
time I'm a veteran at 26. 
Suarez has really gone 
for youth.” 

Suarez has also bet on 
Spain's top clubs. Five 
of the players on his 
likely roster come from 
Real Madrid and 


another four play with 
perennial powerhouse, 
FC Barcelona, which 
beat Real to take this 
season's Spanish Cup. 
Michel, with 43 in- 
ternational appear- 
ances, has been setting 
up Butragueno with 
sharp passes since 1984, 
in both Real Madrid 
and the national team. 


Now 27, Michel relies * 


on his steady nerves, 
good field vision and 
Pinpoint control to di- 
rect play up and down 
the centre. He has 13 
goals, six on penalty 
kicks, 

Rafael Martin Vaz- 
quez, 24, came up to 
Real's first team in 
1983, but he is just com- 
ing into his own on the 
field, 

Normally a left win- 
ger, he is fast and has a 
nasty shot. He moves to 
the centre and takes 
over for Michel when 
the latter has trouble 
finding his rhythm. He 
has 21 caps, but has yet 
to score in an internatio- 
nal match, 

Real Madrid's two 
other contributions are 
Manuel Sanchis and 
Miguel “Chendo” Por- 
lan, who anchor the 
defence along with 
Athletic de Bilbao's 
Genar Andrinua and 
Manuel Jimenez of 
Sevilla. 

Chendo and Zubizar- 
Teta, at 28, are the old- 
est players in the team 

Zubizarreta is a sure- 
handed, no-frills goalie, 
who has allowed 41 
goals in his 48 in- 
ternational appear 
ances. While its aerial 
game will not impress 
anyone, Spain should 
advance to the second 
round.

EACH game at the 
World Cup finals is 
worth about $4 mil- 
lion for the people 
running internatio- 
nal soccer. 

Shrewd marketing of 
soccer's biggest event 
will earn FIFA a 
guaranteed $215 million 
from the month-long 
championship. 

Who benefits? The 
24 national teams in the 
tournament, the Italian 
organisers and FIFA, 
which watches over 168 
national soccer federa- 
tions from its glass-and- 
concrete héadquarters 
in Zurich, Switzerland. 

FIFA once struggled 
to make the World Cup 
break even. 

But the organisation 
has been posting ever- 
increasing income from 
the championship since 
Joao Havelange took 
over as it first non- 
European president in 


Havelange, owner of 
Brazil’s largest bus com- 
pany and other success- 
ful businesses, teamed 
with Swiss public rela- 
tions manager Joseph 
Blatter to introduce 
modern marketing

methods, 
It was a radical step 
for an organisation that 
had largely preserved 
the spirit of its 1904 
founders, gentlemen 
soccer enthusiasts from 
seven continental Euro- 
pean countries. 

Blatter, FIFA’s gene- 
ral secretary, says the 
biggest revenue chunk 
at the 1990 World Cup, 
about 40 per cent, will 


come from sales of tele- 
vision broadcast rights. 


Another third is in- 
come from ticket sales, 
for which the Italian 
organisers fork over $7( 
million to FIFA 


Tickets range from a 
minimum $17 at first- 
round games to $230 for 
the final. 

Advertising brings in 
another 25 per cent of 
FIFA’S total. This is 
derived from sponsors, 
mostly big multinational 
companies, that pay to 
plug their products on 
stadium billboards, seen 
worldwide on TV, and 
sales of souvenirs with 
licensed logos 

FIFA has secured 
long-term contracts in 
the three areas — 
broadcast rights, ticket 
sales and advertising — 
worth nearly $936 mil- 
lion through the end of 
the century 

Television's reach, 
especially in the Third 
World, is crucial to the 
World Cup's success as 
a money generator. 


FIFA ‘estimates a re- 
cord 26.5 billion people 
will’ watch the 1990 
World Cup on TV — an 
average of about 500 
million for each of the

matches, 

“The steadily growing 
popularity of soccer, 
also among young peo- 
ple, and its increasing 
importance, fostered by 
the mass media, make it 
tempting to use as a 
means of advertising,” 
Blatter once outlined 
FIFA’s business 
philosophy. 

From this year’s 
budgeted profits, each 
World Cup qualifier can 
expect to get $608,000 
per game. 

That means FIFA will 
channel some $63 mil- 
lion to the 24 squads 
just for taking part, 

The federation also 
lavishly sponsors pre- 
tournament prepara- 
tion, travel costs and 
room and board for 
World Cup teams. 

Italian organisers are 
counting on a $53 mil- 
lions profit under their 
arrangements with 
FIFA, according to 
chief organiser Luca di 
Montezemolo.

AC Milan completes 


Italian grand slam 


AC MILAN repe- 
ated as European 
champions last 
week when they 
beat Benfica, of 
Portugal, 1-0 in the 
Champions’ Cup fi- 
nal at Vienna’s 
Prater Stadium. 

The win gave Italian 
clubs an unpre- 
cedented grand slam of 
European trophies in 
1989/90, coming after 
Juventus had won the 
UEFA Cup and Samp- 
doria the Cup-Win- 
ners’ Cyp. 

Milan’s victory, 
however, was much 
less spectacular than 
last season’s 4-0 troun- 
cing of Steaua 
Bucharest. 


A 67th minute goal 
by Frank Rijkaard, 
from a passe by fellow- 
Dutchman Marco van 
Basten clinched it for 
the Italians. 

Milan badly missed 
Donadoni and though 


Ruud Gullit played~ 


the full game, he was 
muted. This enabled 
Benifa to feature 
much more prominen- 
tly than Steaua last 


season. 
Until the Dutch con- 


nection broke through 
for the winning goal, it 
seemed as though the 
tight Benfica defence, 
well marshalled by 
Brazilians Aldair and 
Ricardo, would hold 
out for a scoreless 
draw in regulation 
time. 


Benfica’s strike 
force, however, did 
not create a single 
clear-cut scoring 
chance and their for- 
wards were easy meat 
for the Franco Baresi- 
led Milan defence. 

The final, watched 
by a crowd of 57,000, 
might not have pro- 
duced sparkling foot- 
ball, but it clearly de- 
monstrated that AC 
Milan remains 
Europe's number one 
team. 

As a result of the 
Italian clean sweep, no 
less than nine Italian 
clubs will compete in 
the three European 
competitions next 
season.

AFTER shooting 
West Germany into, 
the World Cup finals, 
Thomas Hassler’s 
next mission will be 
to guide his team to 
its third title. 

Then, successful or 
not, the 24-year-old 
Hassler will stay in Italy 
to become another soc- 
cer millionaire in the 
richest league in the 
world, joining Juventus 
for a sum reported to be 
close to $13 million 
dollars. 

That makes Hassler 
the most expensive 
West German player in 
history. Experts say he 
is worth it. 

“Hassler is the most 
valuable German player 
at the moment,” says 
Udo Lattek, the win- 
ningest coach in the 
country and now a 
prominent soccer com- 
mentator. 


The World Cup will- 


crown Hassler's 
meteoric rise from an 
unknown player who 
was not even a regular 
starter for FC Koln to 
West Germany's main 
World Cup hope and its 


irreplaceable midfield 
strategist 

In 1988, Hassler was 
not even considered by 
West German manager 
Franz Beckenbauer for 
the European 
Championships. 


A year later, Hassler 
was overwhelmingly 
voted West Germany's 
Player of 1989, 


To cap a remarkable 


year, Hiissler scored the 


winning goal in West 
Germany's 2-1 victory 
over Wales that put 
Beckenbauer’s team 
into the World Cup 
finals. 


That remains his only 
goal in 10 internatio- 
nals, but secured his star 
status in West 
Germany. 


The blond midfielder 
was born in West Ber- 
lin, where he played 
amateur soccer. In 
1984, he was hired by 
Koln’s junior coach 
Christoph Daum and 
when Daum advanced 
to head coach in 1986, 
Hassler was gradually 
integrated into the 
team. 


Hassler turned down 
lucrative offers from 
Italian clubs in 1989, 
saying, “I'm not ready 
yet, I'm too young.” 

But one year later, 
the money was right. “I 
have no other trade, I 
have to try and save as 
much as I can.” 


A fast, spectacular 
dribbler, Hassler is 
probably technically the 
Most accomplished Ger- 
man player. He likes to 
Toam the length of the 
midfield, pestering 
opponents and giving 
clever, unexpected 
Passes to his forwards. 

He shoots powerfully 
with both feet and is 
dangerous on free kicks. 

Under his leadership, 
Koln finished runner-up 
in the league the last 
two seasons and were 
eliminated by eventual 
winners Juventus in the 
UEFA Cup. 

But the Fiat and 
Juventus boss Gianni 
Agnelli was seen nod- 
ding approvingly after 
Hissler cut a typical sla- 
lom through the 
defence.

THE US Soccer Federation has named a 
young squad averaging 23 years of age 
for the country’s first appearance in the 
World Cup finals for 40 years. 


The US bench erupts after the victory against 
Trinidad and Tobago which clinched a World 
Cup finals berth for the Americans, 


Coach Bob Gansler 
sprang no surprises in 
naming his squad of 22 
players which will be 
led by sweeper Mike 
Windischmann, who 
holds the US record 
with 48 full internatio- 
nal appearances even 
thaugh he is only 24 
years old. 

As expected Gansler 
left out midfielder 
Hugo Perez, one of 
the most inspirational 
US players who is still 
recovering from a 
broken leg suffered 
while playing for his 
club team, Red Star, 
of the French Second 
Division. 

The United States is 
given little chance of 
advancing to the 
second round in a 
group that also fea- 
tures the host country 
Italy, Austria and 
Czechoslovakia. 

However, US offi- 
Cials note that in their 
last World Cup 
appearance, in Brazil 
in 1950, the Americans
